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Classical architecture is in order 


Late 20th-century design is marked by the 
resurgence of classical architecture, according to 
New York City architect Donald Rattner, this 
month's guest in the BSA Lecture Series at the 
Boston Public Library. 


A partner in the New York City firm of 
Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner, this peerless 
proponent of Classical architecture was the 
founder and long-time president of the Institute 
for the Study of Classical Architecture. Rattner 
writes extensively and lectures widely in the U.S. 
on contemporary classicism and its viability 
today. His firm, its work and its advocacy of 
Classical design were the subject of the cover 
story in the November issue of Residential 
Architect magazine. In his BSA/BPL 
presentation on January 19, using examples of 
contemporary Classical design — such as the 


Martha's Vineyard residence pictured above left 
and the rural Connecticut residence above right, 
both of which his firm designed — Rattner 
explores the shaping influence of Classicism in 
architecture today by focusing particularly on 
Classicism’s most visible symbol — the 
combination of column and beam known as an 
“order” — and how architects today are using 
the “orders” in design. 


This lecture series — “Exploring Design” — is a 
significant venture by the BSA and the Boston 
Public Library to explore architecture and 
community design in a year-long series of 
presentations. The presentation on January 19 
begins at 6:00 pm in the BPL’s Rabb 


Auditorium in Copley Square. There is no

Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new 
requirements for energy conservation to be included 
in the State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). 
The new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 
and they constitute an entire replacement of the 
current Chapter 13, which affects all new 
commercial and high-rise residential buildings in 
Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is offering training seminars on the new energy code 
beginning next month. Architects, engineers, 
interior designers, contractors and others are 
encouraged to attend. For more information about 
the training schedule and registration, and to see the 
content of the new requirements, visit the BBRS 
Web site at www, state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm.

Court affirms municipal 
designer-selection process 


In a November decision, Massachusetts’ Supreme 
Judicial Court issued a ruling that had the effect of 
affirming the designer-selection process that has been 
in place over the past two decades in Massachusetts 
municipalities. 

The Town of Norwell was sued by several of its 
residents when an architecture firm (Tappé 
Associates), which had conducted a feasibility study 
for a new public school and — following a third- 
party review of its feasibility study as required by law 
— was selected to build the school. The Norwell 
taxpayers who filed the suit argued that the town 
violated a number of requirements surrounding 
designer-selection including appropriate advertising 
of the RFP. The Commonwealth's highest court, 
however, found that the system mandated by the 
Commonwealth was followed in spirit by the town 
and that there was no reason to reverse the town’s 
decision. 


AIA Massachusetts and the BSA filed an amicus 
(friend-of-the-court) brief in support of the town’s 
designer-selection process. The brief was prepared 
for AIA Massachusetts by Burns & Levinson. For

What are the M&A 
insurance issues? 


As an unusually large number of design firms 
nationwide consider mergers and/or acquistions (and 
even dissolution), one of the recurring questions 
focuses on the applicability of liability insurance 
after the merger or acquisition or dissolution takes 
place.

Schinnerer & Co. offers a useful summary of 
liability insurance issues including limits of liability 
coverage, deductible obligations, and issues related to 
retiring principles, services in progress and a good 
deal more.

The national 
AIA Documents Committee has established a Web 
site in order to learn of the need for changes in AIA 
Documents long before the 10-year cycle currently 
permits. 


“The intent of this Web site is to make it easy for 
users to tell us how well the documents are working 
in real life,” notes ALA Documents Committee chair 
Lee Bearsch FAIA, and “to alert us to the need for 
revisions” and “tell us about provisions in the 
documents that are important.”

Billing rates, profits and

Massachusetts’ Zweig White & Associates reports 
that 83% of the firms it surveyed annually update 
their billing rates. The survey report also addresses 
payment of consultants, collection procedures, 
reimbursable expenses, charging for employees’ time, 
equipment use, etc. Data are arrayed by firm size, 
type, region, growth rate and client base for 10 
different markets.

© Design firm profits are at a record high according 
to data collected from nearly 80 firms in the 1999 
Financial Performance Survey for Design Firms 
conducted by Chicago's Birnberg & Associates. This 
survey notes, however, that collecting outstanding 
accounts receivable remains a major problem. For 
more information on this survey, call 312-664-2300. 


© /deas are more closely linked to the bottom line 
than many firms realize, according to a new report 
on intellectual property management by KPMG, the 
New York City accounting/tax/consulting firm. In a 
report titled “Strategic Management of Intellectual 
Property Enhancing Organizational Success by 
Unlocking the Value of Ideas,” KPMG describes 
intellectual property management techniques it 
believes valuable in the information age. Although 
not aimed specifically at the design and construction 
industry, the report argues that “virtually every 
industry seeking a competitive edge relies on some 
type of intellectual property.”

Coffee-drinkers and rain forests 

We have heard about sun-grown coffee and its dramatic effects 
on the environment, the rainforest and migrating songbirds. The 
October issue of the ChapterLetter carried one such brief report 
on the benefits of sun-grown coffee. As the world’s second larg- 
est commodity after petroleum, coffee affects the human condi- 
tion. Since the US consumes 20% of the annual production of 
coffee, there is little doubt that we coffee-consuming architects 
share the blame. The shaded coffee farm is becoming an endan- 
gered ecosystem. In some cases, trees are being cut for fuel. In 
other areas, coffee farms are being clear-cut and converted to 
cattle ranches or other types of more industrial agriculture. But 
the greatest threat is what is known as technification — the con- 
version of shaded forest coffee production to open-sun coffee 
monoculture. According to the Smithsonian Migratory Bird 
Center, experience shows that — due to the low prices paid by 
the conventional coffee market — only economically stable 
farmers and communities are able to resist the development pres- 
sure that replaces coffee forests with cattle ranchers. 


The coffee fair-trade movement is trying to break this cycle of 
poverty by direct buying, providing advance credit, and guaran- 
teeing a minimum price that gives farmers the opportunity to 
make the economic choice to farm their lands sustainably. We 
can help by patronizing cafés or vendors who are committed to 
this agenda. These cafés sell organic shade-grown coffee exclu- 
sively — Les Zygomates, Java Stop, and the Blue Shirt Café 
(Starbucks offers one Mexican variety — it accounts for less than 
2% of its sales). For your coffee supply for home or workplace, 
you can visit Equal Exchange, the leading supplier of organic 
shade-grown coffee in New England, at www.equalexchange.com 
or 888-294-9660. The Exchange also offers information on 
shade-grown coffee and the fair-trade connection. Then you can 
have your morning coffee at the kitchen table or in your office 
and save the rainforests and farmers too.
